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REMARKS 

This Amendment is filed in response to the ex parte Quayle action, Paper No. 
5272005 issued on 2 June 2005. 
Status Of Claims 

Claims 1 through 62 are allowed. No amendments have been made to any claims. 
Amendment of the Abstract 

The Examiner suggested the amendment of the Abstract and reduction in the length 
of the abstract. The amendments suggested have been made and the length of the Abstract 
has been reduced less than 1 50words. Withdraw of the objection is therefore requested. 
Amendment of the Specification 

The Examiner has kindly suggested amendment of the specification in several 
instances; with the exception of two instances, all of these amendments have been made. In 
the two exceptions, the Examiner suggested amendment of the language of appearing on 
pages 5 and 6 of this specification from the first person singular to the third person plural. 
Neither 37 CFR §1.112 nor any provision of 37 CFR mandates this amendment; it suffices 
to know that the inventor has provided both a written description and enablement, and the 
particular style, tense and syntax used by the inventor to comply with the statute is statutorily 
adequate. There is no bases therefore, to make forgoing amendments. 
Amendment to the Drawings 

The Examiner kindly noted one typographical error in the drawings. The substitute 
sheet of the Fig. 1 containing the suggested correction accompanies this response.
